PREFACE. 

The compiler of the following little book is 
aware that ii maj be thoug;ht presumptuous, ia 
one imknown to ihe world as an author, to add 
another to the man j geographical works already 
before the public. Has apology is, that among 
all the smaller elementarj works hitherto pub- 
lished for teaching the science of geography, 
he has tound none which his experience has not 
taught him to consider as defective* He beg^ 
however, that it may be di^itinctlj understood 
that he has no pretentions to being considered 
the autkor of an original work. His olject has 
been rather to make a useful than ad original 
book. He has not hesitated therefore to avail 
himselffreely of the labours of those who have 
gone before him. 

In common with others enfcaged in the educa^- 
tion of jouih,he has long felt the want of a con* 

iiendiouii treativbi which should embrace those 
acts necessary to be committed to memory O7 
young b pinners ; and which should be entireiir' 
unincumbered with other matter. Goldsmith's 
smaller work was obviously designed to answer 
tills purpose— *but that has generally been thought 
to contain much superfluous matter in the part 
relating to Europe, while in some other parts the 
descriptions are meagre and imperfect On the 
f^hole, however, the compiler thinks the plan of 
Goldsmith's work decidedly preferable for a first 
book in the study of Geography, to any hereto- 
fore published.

Anothef excellence peculiar to Goldsmith's 
Easy Grammar, was the AlphabeticaU table of 
proper names, "in which for the first time an at- 
tempt was made to fix the pronunciation of ih^ 
names of places and countries^/' This table has 
nst only been preserved in this epitome, but has 
been verv con^'iderabJy enlarged, by the addition 
of a number of new names of places and coun- 
tries. 

The compiler has thought it expedient to in* 
troduce ipto this work a concii^e view of Astron- 
omy, a subject not treated of in Goldsmith's work 
at all. This, article without occupying much 
spice, will still he hppes, be found sufficient to 
give the pupil a general idea of the rudiments of 
that science. 

It has been thought necessary to acCOBipany 
this compendium with seven maps ; for, though 
as Goldsmith observes, they add to the eKpeose, 
nothing can be more absurd than for any person

In Africa there are no inland seas, and but one 
lake of any great eztent, viz : that of Maravi, 

The principal rivers are the Nile, Niger^ Set 
negal, Gambia, and Zaire. 

The Atlas mountains have been long celebrate 
ed, and the mountaips of the moon are a lofty 
range.

Zaara, or the Great Desert, extends from the 

Atlantic to the Nile, equal to half of Europe.-^ 

It has its islands, which are fertile in groves 

and pastures. It abounds in salt. 

Caffraria, or the land of Hottentots, extends 
to the cape of Good Hope« the most southerly 
part of Africa

AstroDomj is a koowledge of the heavenly 
bodies, their ntotions, magnitudes, &c. 

The solar system consists of the sun, and .the 
plaoets and comets moving about it. 

The plaoets are bodies which appear to us like 
stars : not that they are luminous bodies, that is 
have light in themselves, but they shine b^ re- 
flecting the sun. 

They are called planets from a Greek \?ord, 
vhich signifies wandering, because they change 
their places and do not always keep the same dis- 
tance with oneanother, nor with the fixed stars. 

There are two kinds of planets, primary aod 
secondary. The first move round the sun and 
respect him only as the centre of their motions. 
The secondary planets, called also Satellites, 
or moons, are smaller planets revolving round the 
primary ; while they, with the primary planets 
about which they move, are carried round the 
sun. _ The planets move round the sun at vari- 
ous distances, some being much nearer to him 
than our earth, and others much further off. 

There are eleven primary planets, whose di* 
ameters, distances from the sun, and periods of 
revolution round the sun, are as follows :

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Of these oar earth is accompanied by onf^ 
moon ; Jupiter has four moons ; Saturn has sev- 
en mooDS, and Herschell has six moons. None 
of these moons except our own, can be seen 
vrithont a p;ood telescope. 

AH the planets move round the sun from west 
lo east, and in the same direction do the moons 
revolve round their primaries. 

When Yeous is to the west of the sun it is a 
morning star ; when to the east» it is an eveniog 
star. 

The paths in virhtch the planets move round 
the sun are called their orbits. 

The time of performing their revolutions round 
the sun is called their year, and the time of per- 
forming their revolutions on their axis their day. 

The axis of a planet is an imaginary line 
drawn through its centre about which it x&volves 
as on a real axis. 

Mountains have been discovered in Venus and 
the moon ; hence we infer the same of other pl«n« 
ets, aod conclude that they have valli6s» oceans^ , 
and dry land, and of course that they are adap- 
ted to the support of animal life, and to be the^ 
residence of rational beings. ^ « V\ 

OP THE SUN. 

The sun is placed near the common centre of 
all the planets and comets, and turns round his 
axis in 25 days six hours, as is evident by the 
motion of spots seen on his surface. 
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OP COMETS. 

Of all the celestial bodies, comets have p.ivpn 
rise to the greatest Dumber of speculatioMs attd 
coDJectures. 

But the J are now generally understood to be 
solid opaque bodies, like the planets moving a> 
bout the sun in very ecceDtric elip«fs. 

The Ggures of comets are very different. Some 
of them emit luminous matter on all sides reseoi* 
bliog hair, and are called hairy comets ; otbecB 
have a long, luminous transparent tail projecting 
from the part which is opposite to the sun ; and 
others are rouud without any appearance of hair 
or tail. 

Their magnitudes also are very different. Some 
appear no bigger than fixed stars, others as large 
as Venus, and others much larger. 

It is supposed that since the birth of Chriit 
500 comets hare appeared* 

OF THE MOON. 

The moon goes round the earth from change ta 
change ID 29 days 12 hours 44 minutes. 

The moon's diameter is 2180 miles; and her 
distance from the earth's centre 240,000 miles,--' 
She goes round her orbit in £7 days 7 hours 48 
minutes, moving about 2,200 miles every hoar. 

The moon is an opaque globe like the earthy 
and shines only by reflecting the light of the suo.

The fijLed stars comprehend all the celestial 
objects, excepting th^ sun, the moon, and the ' 
planets and some comets which now and then 
appear. 

They are called fixed stars from their never 
changing their situation with respect to each 
other. 

They may be distinguished from the planets by 
ibeir twinkling. 

The distance of the fixed stars from the earth 
is almost inconceivable. If a cannon ball was to 
continue moving with the same velocity as when 
first discharged, or 480 miles in an hour, it would 
not reach the neatest fixed star in less than 
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4,468,000 years. Light wfaicb flies about 164,<^ 
000 iniles e?erj aecoDd, would be more than 
three years and one month in passing firom the 
fixed stars lo the earth. 

W ith ihe naked eye ire can see about 9.000 
stars. 

The stars on account of their apparently va- 
rious magnitudes, have been distioguiKhed-' into 
several classes or orders. Those which appear 
largest are called stars of the first magnitude; 
the next to them in lustre, stars of the second 
magnitude ; and so on to the sixth ; which are 
the smallest that are visible to the bare eye. 

The stars are likewise distinguished into con- 
stellations, which is nothing morti^an a collec- 
tion^of them lying in the neighb<midtkd^ each 
othfr, aod distinguished by the name ot- some 
animal or other figure. ^ 

These constellations are 80 in number : ^ of 

which are in the zodiac, 36 northward of it, and 

32 southward. ^ ...i^

OFTHEElARTH. 

The earth, like the ri^st of the planets has iyfo 
motions, one round its axis, the other round the 
sun. It revolves round its axis once in £4 hours 
and causes a continual succession of day and 
niglit, and an apparent motion of the heavenly 
bodies from east to west. By this motion on its 
axis the inhabitants at the equator are carried 
1043 miles io an hour. 
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It completes its vevolution round the sun once 
in a Tear, and occasions the difference in the 
leogtn of the days and aightSy and the agreeable 
yarietty of the seasons. 

The diameter of the earth's orbit is about 188,* 
000,948 miles and its circumference 590,t;£2,447 
miles : its hourly motion in its orbit is 67,376 
miles, which is 140 times greater than that of a 
cannon ball'wtich moves about eight miles in a 
minute, and would be 2£ years, 124 days 6 hours 
in passiog from the earth to the sun. 

The earth though called a globe is not exactly 
so, being ^ m||e»looger from east to west than 
from north to'south. \/

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OF THE CELESTIAL GLOBE. 

The celestial globe is an artificial representa* 
tion of the heaveos* baviiig the fisied stars drawn 
upon if, in their natural order and sitoatioiu— « 
The eje is supposed to be pluced m the centre. 

As the terrestrial globe by turning on its axis 
represents the real diurnal motion of the earth, 
so the celestial globe by turoiog on its axis, re- 
presents the apparent motion oAhe heavens. 

The Zodiac is an imaginary^mlt round the 
heavens, of about sixteen degrees broadt through 
the middle of which runs the ecliptic, or the ap- 
parent path of the suo. 

The twelve signs of the zodiac which beloog^ 
to the celestial globe have been already enumer- 
ated.* 

The first points, of Aries and Libra, ara called 
the equinoctial poiots, because, when the sun 
appears to be in either of them^ the day. and night 
are equal. 

The first points of Cancer and Capricorn are 
called solstkial points, because when the sun 
arrives at either of them, he seems to stand still, 
or to be at the same height in the heavens at 12 
o^clock at noon for several days together. 

DefinUim. The latitude of the heavenly bod* 
ies is measured from the ecliptic, north and south. 
The sun, k^ing always in the ecliptici has no lat- 
itude.
